The 
teacherage is very small, difficult to heat, and 
would not attract any teacher. School attendance 
is poor, partly because the school is situated at 
a point which is surrounded by water a great part 
of the year, and many of the children cannot reach 
the school for long periods because of the water, 
and partly because the Indians are trappers and 

do not seem to be much interested in education, 


I did not visit the Shoal Lake Dap School as I was 
informed that it was closed, but Mr? J.R. Bell, in 
charge of the Sipanok Rat Project, who resides at 
Red Earth, informed me that conditions at Shoel 
“ake are even worse than at Red Earth. 


Both of these points are so situated that the erection 
of classrooms and teaching quarters at the two places is 
out of the question at the present time because of the 
cost.

building which is close to the Boarding school. 
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Mr. Benson's memotandufh on tie report of the Hon, David Laird receiv 
ed. 

With regard thereto I would say that it is rather difficult to ex~ 
press an opinion without more definite information re location of 
tiie Rossville Day School and Norway House Boarding School, What I 
am inclined to thimk occurred is that, in the absence of any other 
suitable building, since disease had got amongst the children gener— 
ally, it was thought best, since the school work had been interrup-— 
ted, to make isolation possible by sending all sick to one build- 
ing, thue removing, from the Boarding School.any new case which might 
occur, In the absence of any other suitable building, the action 
taken was wise, provided that the disinfection of the school buila-

Principal of our Indust®fal School at Norway House, steting 

that Mrs. Hill, the day sehool teacher on the reserve, had re- 
signed and asking us to secure someone for the school - to go 

up on the last boat, which they thought was leaving on Monday 

the 6th, from Selkirk. I immediately wired Mr. Gordon, the 
Indian Agent, asking him for official confirmation of the vacancy 
and whether or not he was depending upon us to fill it. Hie reply 
came Saturday afternoon, stating that the school was vacant, that 
they were depending upon us, and that the last boat did not leave 
Selkirk until Wednesday the 8th. 


We tried by telegram to locate a couple of teachers 
in Manitoba who had made application for a position of this eert. 
Unfortunately, we did not succeed in securing their consent and on 
Monday morning it was necessary to find someone who would bs will- 
ing to step into the vacancy ~ either we had to send a teacher up 
om that boat or wait for six weeke until sameone could go in over 
the ice. Under the circumstances, I decided that I would send 
Osborne Eerlg, He is ebout twenty years of age and is a son of 
Mrs. Shoup, wife of the Principal of the Norway House Boarding 
Sehool. I have known Osborne for a good many years, as he was born 
in Chine and we lived at one time in the same station, There is no 
doubt about hie ability, nor did we have any difficulty in persuad- 
ing him to go. He has his lower school complete, but lacks the 
lenguages in his upper school subjects. I felt that this would not 
be a serious handicap, as it is scarcely likely that he will have 
any students beyond the rifth or sixth grade in the day school at 
Norway House, Besides, I knew in sending him up there he would be 
sure of a home in which to live and certain of a reasonable amount 

of mapervision from his mother and step-father. He has had no pre- 
“ vious experi ence in teaching school, but he has had experience as 
& Sunday School teacher and as a leader of junior Tuxis groups. 


IT have written Mr. Gordcm a full explanation of the 
reasons why Osborne Earle was appointed and asked him to forward 
to you hia sanction of the appointment. I shall be pleased to hear 
from you at your convenience as to what salary the Department will 
allow him. I may say that in sending him off we provided him with

No wrd whatever has yet came through as to the reasons 
for Mre.

Dear Mr. Sutherland: Re: Indian Day School,

We are in receipt of the resignation of 
Miss Verna Blackford, who for several years has been the very 
efficient teacher of the Indian Day School at Norway House, 
as she is expecting to be married in September. 


During my recent visit to Norway House I 
discussed with Mr. P. J. Lazenby, the Indien Agent, the question 
of the amalgamation of the teaching service. My profound con- 
viction, after having been on the ground five times, is that 
both the Department and the Church made a serious mistake when 
the building which is now used as a day school was moved off the 
residential school site and the teaching services entirely sep- 
arated. I recommend - and in this reconmendeation Mr. Lazenby 
concurs ~ that the position of teacher of the day school at 
Norway House be abolished; that the salary now being paid to the 
day school teacher be added as a special to the income of the 
residential school; and that the two teachers now employed in 
the residential school teach the few pupils who are in the day 
school, 


At the present time - until we have tried 
this plan out for a yeer ~ it would be inadvisable to move 
the day achool building back to the residential school site. 
It is about 100 yards away on the Reserve and the building 
could very well be used for teaching the junior grades. 


The advantages of the plan are as follows:- 


lst.- A unification of the education being 
received by the children on the Norway House Reserve.- At 
the present time those who are in the residential school are 
getting a very much better training - even in the class~roan - 
then the day school pupils get. 


2nd.~ The residential school could take the 
responsibility for giving the day school students the seme hot 
dimer at noon that the boys and girls in residence receive, 
and the Nurse could asswne responsibility for giving them their 
rations of Cod Liver Oil and other medicines which are recom- 
mended,

Srd.- The day school pupils could be given same 
of the same training in sewing, handicrafts, &., which the pupils 
in residence receive. ~ 


4th.- It would place the whole educational process 
as applied to the Reserve directly under the supervision of the 
Principal of the residential school.- At the present time there 
is no place for the day school teacher to live except in the res- 
idence, and she enjoys all the privileges of life in the residential 
school which are enjoyed by the other staff members, without any of 
the after-hour duties which ere ineviteble in the carrying on of 
such an institution. The result has naturally been 4 certain amount 
of lack of harmony. 


Sth.- The extra grant which would be available for 
the residential school could be used to provide a really competent 
{netructor in manual tra ining for the boys. 


I sincerely trust that this proposal will meet with 
the approval of the Department. Dr. McGill is aware that the mat- 


ter has been under discussion for some time, as we talked it over 
informally with him during his visit to Norway House last yeer.

I beg to report that on the 27th October, I 
inspected the Rossville Indian Day School, which is 
cohducted in conjunction with the Junior Classes of 
the Norway House Residential School. 


On the roll of this school, there are 58 pupils, 
47 of these being from the residential school, and 1] 
belonging to the day school. The residential school 
pupils only attend for half days; 21 attending in the 
mornings, and 26 in the afternoons. At the time of my 
visit, which was in the afternoon, all 26 pupils from 
the residential school were present, and six of the 11 
day school pupils were present. Four of the day school 
pupils were away with their parents to their winter 
camps, and one was absent through siciness. 


All of the residential school pupils are in 
grade 1. Of the day school pupils, 8 are in grade l, 
1 in grade 2, 1 in grade4, and 1 in grade 5. 


The work of the pupils generally, is good. 
Their book work; writing, drawing etc. is commendable, 
but there is room for much improvement in their reading 
still. The discipline is very good, and both teacher 
and pupils show much interest in the school work. 


i The school building was clean and tidy. The 
new stove recently fumished for this school was in 
operation, and the building was werm and comfortable. 
|Two new panes of glass were needed in the windows, and 

| these have been installed. The teacher complained that 
as there was no lock on the outside door of this school, 

| outsiders were frequently going in, and interfering with 
things. TI therefore purchased a hasp and padlock, and 
had them put on the door. 


I would recommend that a woven wire fence be 
erected around this school and its small grounds next 
summer, with two gates; one large one and one smal 1 
one. This would keep horses and cattle away from the 
pbuilding, and greatly improve the appearance of the 
place. As it is now, the fire wood gets scattered about, 
and in all probability it is the animals that break the 
windows.

On receipt of Mr R.A.Hoey's letter No; 
123-8-1 of the 15th July, I again discussed with the 
Principal of the Norway House Residential School, the 
best policy to pursue in the future, for the best interests 
of the Rossville Indian Day School, which for the past two 
years, has been conducted in conjunction with the Residential 
School. 


On going thoroughly into the matter, it was 
found that to re-establish this school on its former basis, 
as a separate entity, 4 number of new desks, some blackboard, 
and a stove would have to be furnished, in order that the 
junior class room of the residential school, (which was 
always conducted in a separate building), might be started 
again; and the residential school would have to get a new 
junior class room teacher, when there was only 4 very short

time left before school commenced after the vacation. 


If the Rossville school 4s carried on for 
another year, in conjunction with the junior calss room of 
the residential school, the Principal has agreed to make 
the following arrangements :- Give the teacher only one after

I inspected the Rossville Indian Day School. 


At the time of my visit, there were 19 
pupils present; 7 of these being Day School pupils, and 
12 being junior pupils from the Norway House Residential 
School, as this school is being conducted jointly with 
the junior portion of the Residential School. 


The registers, of which there are two, 
one for the Day School pupils and the other for the 
Residential School pupils, were both marked up to date. 


The pupils were all neat and clean, and 
all were well clothed. 


The school building and the furniture, 
were in good condition, clean, and well cared for. 


The book work of the pupils was fairly 
good, being neatly done, and fairly accurate. The 
reading and speaking of the pupils, however, shows 
much room for improvement. Most of the pupils 
present of course, were just beginners and those in 
the lower grades, and excellence in reading aloud, and 
speaking out when answering questions, cannot be looked 
for at so early a stage in their education. The teacher 
Miss Edythe Smith-Windsor, is keen and very interested 
in her work, and I think she will make progress in due 
course of time, in this particular phase of it.

I beg to advise you that owing to the regular 
teacher at the Rossville Indian Day School, Miss E.Smith-Windsor, 
being held in quarantine in the Norway House Residential 
School, on account of the Diphtheria cases there, I have 
arranged to have the Rossville Day School carried on with 
Mrs R.L.Stevenson as teacher, substituting for Miss Windsor, 
beginning from to-day, December 9th 1940. Miss Windsor 
is quarantined on Dr Corrigan's instructions. 


Mrs R.L.Stevenson is a qualified teacher, and 
was engaged in the teaching profession before her marriage. 


Although I have made no definite arrangements 
as yet, as to Mrs Stevenson's pay, I would recommend that 
she be paid at the rate of $3.50 per teaching day, which 
is less than the rate paid to Miss Windsor, the regular 
teacher. Whether or not Miss Windsor should continue 
to receive her full salary, I leave to the Department to 
decide, but I expect she will be carrying on the teaching 
of the junior classes in the residential school while they 
are quarantined. How long the quarantine will remain in 
force, depends upon whether or not any further cases of 
Diphtheria develop in the school later on.

Ke buildings Spending a day on each reserve twice in the 

pr, you can understand that the Agent has very little 

f nee to get after them. Now I have a proposition to 
make and I am convinced that it will work so well that 
it will rarely have to be used aft er the one example is 
made of those who fail to do their share. I want to be 
alltwed at treaty time to impose a fine of $1.00 on each 
able bodied head of a family who has not during the year 
put in a cord of wood to the schoole In anticipation of 
this, during my winter visit to the reserves, I informed 
them all that I wanted every man to put in his wood, get t 
the teacher to measure it and give him a note stating 
that he had supplied his woed, and this certificate he 
is to present at treaty time. I would collect the fine 
from each delinquint in the presence of the chief » and wh 
whenfinished would hand the amount collected, to the 
teacher or missionary in charge, taking his receipt for 
it and would arrange with him to use the money in hiring 
the Indians to supply wood, and have him take receipts 
from each Indian for the amount paid him for woode In 
this way everything would be kept straight, and as I have 
said, after the first year I am confident it will not be

necesserye The chiefs and head-men of the various reser=- 
ves are altogether in favour of adopting this method, 

as they claim that the work of supplying the wood falls 
upon a few who are more reasonable than the others. 

If some such method is not adopted, I can see no 
other way than for the Department , to provide for wood 
in the estimates, and I think that would be wholly bad- 

I have gone inte the matter very fully , for two wine 
ters now on each of the reserves, explaining to the Indian 
how the white man is compelled by law to build his own 
school, furnish it supply fuel, pay the teacher, and 
everything, while the Indian has all these done f . 
him, only being asked to supply the wood, and send his 
children; but it is pretty much lost upon an Indian. There 
is nothing in him to appeal to , and the only way is to 
make him feel it, through his pocket. I would be very 


grateful for an early reply.

Dear Sir: 

There are certain aspects of Indian education in this area 
which I thought it worth while to bring to your attention. First 
there is the matter of the location of Day Schools associated with the 
United Church. The present arrangement of three schools in a block 
at Rossville results in severe hardship to a significant number of 
pupils to the point where those most seriously affected find it very 


difficult to secure education at all or at leasthave their schooling 


seriously delayed. I fefer here to those families living on the Jack 


re 
River. The distance between Rossville and the nearest school/ down} 


the river is about five miles. The real problem, howeve® is not so much 
the distance involved as the fact that these children have to cross a 
windswept bay of one mile just before reaching school. The result is 
that children cannot start to school until they are about 8 or 10 and 
even then lose many days when the weather is not good and at freeze-up 
and break-up. Besides this at present 10 or 11 of our children are 
forced to attend the Catholic Sehool. Let me assure you, however, 

that this situation calls for attention aside altogether from the 

war of churches. I know from personal experience what the siduatior 

is because neither my son nor the daughter of the H.B.eC. manager 


here would be receiving education were it not for the courtesy of 
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youy partment in allowing them to attend your schools as it is 


impossible for them to cross the same wa (in a different directior ) 
to attend the Provincial school. 

I have carefully investigated the population of the area 
concerned and find that there are at least 45 children who would be 
benefited by the erection of the proposed schoole This is aside from 
one or two Catholic families. There are about 55 pre-school age 
children. At the present time there ate at least two families who 
have gone off trapping, fishing etc. taking their children for the 
simple reason that they could not attend school. This area has a 
fairly stable population and many of the people are genuinely anxious 
to further their children's education. In fact, if this school 
could be evected I doubt if any of the children would be taken to 
winter camp. From personal contacts I thow that there is a unanimous 
desire for this school. 

One reason I have written you at this time is that I have 
heard that it has been proposed to build a four-room school at 
Rossville. If this is for use as a Residential school that is 
excellent ideas but if it is intended to serve as a day-school 
will not meat the education requirements of this district. We 
the same problem in connection with the provincial schools last 
eummer when a central two-room school was discarded in favour of 
two one-room schools separately located. It might well be that all 
of the higher grades covld be taught at Rossville as it would not 
be so hard for the older children to cross the above mentioned Bay, 
but certainly for the beginners there should be a school which can 
be easily reached. If you have a large scale map of this area which 


you could send me I would be only to glad to indicate location of 
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such Bosoor. I think the school would be best located about a mile 


from the mouth of the Jack River. 

I have spoken to Mr. Hughes, the local agent, and although 
he had not personally investigated the matter, he was inclined to 
agree with me. At any wate if it is true that a four-room block is 
to be erected it shovld be perfectly clear that there is a need for 
this school as well and that such a block can never meet the educational 
needs of the children to which I have referred. 

It is hard for one up here to get a clear picture of the 
future policy of your Department relative to the Residential school 
and I am writing what immediately follows to try and emphasize one 
point lee. that the use which is to be made of the four room block 
should be clearly determined as for Residential purposes or at least 
partly soe I realize that this is a thorny question but should like 
aleo to offer my advice in this connection. By nature and on the basis 
of my previous knowledge of the factors involved I was severely 
criticial of the Residential idea but eontact with actual conditions 
up here has altered my opinion. We still have reserves inland where 
it is impossible to operate winter schools owing to housing conditions. 
Furthermore there are the persistent problems of orphans and families 
with one or both parents out at the Sanitorium. Besides which there 
are a significant number of homes in which the moral atmosphere is so 
bad that removal from the home is the only possible way of giving 
the children a chance and the Residential school seems to me the 
most practical means of doing this. For example there is a home here 
in which the father is little. more than aPimp and a bootlegger, the 
mother a prostitute, both of whom have been forbidden to ever set foot 


in Winnipeg again. Children in such a home have not a hope in the 
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P 
and pene of ever becoming useful citizens. Fortunately not many homes 


are as bad as this one but there are enough of a similar nature to 
warrant some sort of organized action. I might add that a boy from the 
above mentioned home was forcibly sent out to school ie., regardless 

of his parent's consent as a javenile delinquent and when he came home 
on holiday was allowed to remain in this debilitating moral atmosphere 
ae a result of the Agent's prejudice against the Residential school. 

I am certain that had this situation existed in any white community some 
action would have been taken. As I have suggested the Residential 
School offers the only practical method I have yet seen of handling 
these cases. 

I must admit that I have little enthusiam for the policy of 
dragooning up a quota of pupils and just wish that these institutions 
could be operated as social agencies without this pupilage payment 
arrangement. WPurthermore, concérning the four room block I wonder 
if your Department has ever considered the possibility of a Residential 
High School at this point. At the present time there is not a single 
high school in this whole area east of fhe Pas. In this connection I 
fail to see why it should not be possible for Dominion and Provincial 
governments to work together to set up a high school. There are 
several non-treaty children taking high school outside at great expense 
to their parents. As for the Treaty children very few of them reach 
grade 9 and if they do there is not much to encourage them as Corres- 
pondents and practically no fellow students are the order of the day. 
In fact one of the blackest marks against the DaySSchool system is 
that there just are not any of their graduates, in this distric® at 

any rate, who have ever gone beyond Grade 9. Personally, this Day~- 


Residential argument appears one of the most futile bits of wasted 
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te that I have ever seen. The truth of the matter is 


that to meet the educational need of the Indian people we need both 
methods. I do hope that the possibility of a joint Residential High 
School will be seriously entertained as such an Institution would pro- 
vide an objective for the superior students all across the north. In 
view of the better day school facilities which are being provided for 
the inland reserves it would appear that the neces#ity and value of 
such an institution will increase as the years go by. 

The drift of the above is that the Residential school of the 
future should be of a two-fold nature vix., eocial redemption and 
specialization. In addition to High School there might well be 
courses in mechani@Sor carpentry training. The economic possibilities 
of this area seem to be decreasing if changing at all. With a growing 
population one of the greatest needs is that a minority at least of the 
people should be qualified to take on some of the mechanical work 
whicok is done up here. Every year dozens of carpenters etc. come up 
here to do work much of which could be done by Indians if they were 
properly trained. I realize that such work is not congenial to the 
temperament of many of the Indians but the number of "Old Faithfuls" 
around the Agency and Hospital indicate that the wanderlustof many of 
them 4s fading. This touches on enntths central weaknesses of Indian 
education via. that there is ater tenuuws relation between the 
present educational process and the economic life of the people. This 
is not to suggest that the only purpose of education is to line one's 
pocket but one has only to have scant observation of ordinary society 
to realize the extent to which enthusiasm for education among 
"civilized" people ie related to economic utility. The enlarging of 
spiritual outlook should be accompanied by increased economic effect- 


iveness- At present such enthusiasm for education as the Indian has 
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is largely a matter of infinite faith and idealism. I realize that 
this will long be a grave problem but do hope that it will be possible 
as the years go by to infuse the present literary education with more 
habits and skills which will specifically imprave the economic compet- 
ence of the Indian in his actual environment. In connection with this 
I would be pleased to know whether there is or are any Summer Schools 
for Indian teachers, where such aspects of the work could be developed 
and discussed. 

Finally I hope that the loads of advice I have distributed 
in this letter have not made it appear that I have been endeavouring 
to inform you as to the nature of your vocation: I have merely 
written as I have on the presumption that observations on the field will 
be welcome. Before closing may I commend the energy which your 
Department has displayed in construction of schools in this Agency. 

In this commendation I include Mr. Goodman who despite the criticism 
voiced above was always held in high esteem and whose recent death was 
very keenly felt. 

I realize that you must have a multitude of duties but if 
you could reply to this letter in the proximate future I would greatly 
appreciate your courespy

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
Pebruary 25, 1949, concerning the Norway House Resi- 
dential School. 


As you are no doubt aware, our Education 
officials have been giving a great deal of consideration 
te the educational needs of the Indians of the Norway 
House Agency. An inspection trip of the area made two 
years ago revealed that the day schools were in a very 
poor state of repair. Since then, we have completed 
twe modern and well constructed day scheole for children 
of your denomination at Island Lake and at Cross Lake. 
At the t time, we have two complete sets of 
mater for other day schools en route by tractor 
train to God's Lake Narrows and to Oxford House. Funds 
have been provided in our 1949-50 Estimates for the 
construction of these schools next sumer. 


With regard to the rebuilding of the Norway 
House Residential Scheel, I may say that the necessary 
ground survey fer this project was completed last sumer 
by two surveyors who were employed by the Department of 
Publie Works in connection with the proposed building ef 
@ hospital by the Indian Health Services Branch. Gur 
Lands and Development Services Branch has been asked to 
prepare « set of drawings for the rebuilding of this 
@chool but, unfortunately, we have not been able to 
advise them specifically as to the size of the building 
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whieh should be erected. Our inspectors reported thet 
previously a considerable number of children from the 
immediate vicinity ef Norway House attended the reei- 
Gential acheol when they could well have been attending 
day schools. It has been suggested that « schoel 

be built across the Bay to provide edusati facilities 
for the children there. It is claimed that this area has 
@ stable population and that if a day school were erseted 
there, few, if any, of the children would be taken to 
Winter ca=p. 


We appreciate the fast that inland from 
Norway House there are « number of reserves on which 
it is very difficult te suscesefully operate day schools, 
due to the conditions under which the Tndiens live. 
There is also the persistent problem of orphans and 
families with one or beth parents in hospital for 
treatment for tuberculosis. 


The pupilage at the former Nerway House 
Residential Seheol was 105. The preblem now is to 
decide definitely the pup. ef the prepesed new 
achool. We had hoped to arrive at « definite answer 
following the resent visit of one of our officials 
but, unfortunately, weather conditions prevented 8 
XL at certain reserves on which there were Indians 
bel: te the United Church of Ganmada, You will 
appreciate the fact that the buil of residential 
schoole is today a very costly undertaking. Therefore, 
we must be careful in ree ge @ asheol which will 
suffice for our needs but will not be too large for 
the Indian population it is intended to serve, 
Naturally, we wish the children for whom day school 
fasilities ave provided te attend euch scheels and 
we do not wish thes placed in a residential school in 
order to fill it. I would, therefore, like to hear 
from you as to the views of your lecal missionaries, 
and to receive stetemente from them as te the number 
of children of your Church in their verious missions 
. whe actually require residertial school care and 
edueation. We could then have this information 
reviewed by our officials. 
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I have noted your comments with regard to the 
Teslin Residential Scheel. The need of a residential 
echool at thia point was brought to the attention of the 
department some ten years age and assurances vere 
subsequently given that construction would proceed once 
materials and labour became readily available. The 
welfare situation has been aggrevated by conditions 
resulting from the presence of soldiers of the United 
States army and workers who were employed in the building 
ef the Alaska Highway. Due te the unusually lerge ounber 
of welfare caves in the Teslin area, which require 
institutional care, the department feels that a residential 
scheol is an urgent necessity. 


I should like te assure you, however, that 
the residential school requirements of the United Church 
Canada at Norway House are being carefully borne in 
mind, provision having been made in the 1949-50 Estimates 
for the construction of the first unit of the sew school, 

namely the classroom bleek.

Church. 


That this rebuilding should be undertaken immediately as 
there is a serious loss of education and training because 
it is not in operation. 


That it should provide accommodation for some 125 children. 
The missionaries believe that, given the co-operation of 
Department Officials in enforcing attendance, the School 
will be filled to full capacity. 


I shall be glad to have an opportunity of discussing this 
matter with you at your convenience.

In reply to your letter under file papain 4 ll 
dated September 2, 1949, Mr. Davis, Regional Su rT, 
presently away on holidays, left the fellowing informa~ 


tion and asked that I reply to your letter under file 
previously quoted. 


Mr. Davis states that while he is not in favour 
of residential schools his opinion is that in the nerth, 
where the Indians are trapping and hunting, it is most 
essential that we should have a school at this point. 


I feel that when drawing plans for a school of 
this type it would be less expensive to build the school 
along the same plans as an Army Camp ~ one storey buildings 
and the buildings separate. In the event of fire the 
children could very easily leave the buildings and we would 
possibly only lose one or two buildings at the most. Another 
feature would be that all buildings could be heated by a 
central heating station. 


If a building of this type were erected the majority 
of the lumber could be manufactured on the spot from our own 
mill. By doing this we would save considerable expense and, 
in addition, furnish employment for the Indians concerned. 

If the Department intends to build next year we 
should have plenty of time in order to secure funds for the 
taking out and sawing of the logs required for lumber,

Dear Sir: 


Within the last year a certain number of Protestant 
children have been enrolled in Catholic Residential Schools 
in this erea, I have discovered that some of these children 
were baptised Catholics before being admitted but am fairly 
certain that thie was not the case in every instance, My first 
question is, Can a child of Protestant faith be admitted to a 
Roman Catholic school if the child's parents approve his admission? 
I would also appreciate information concerning the admission of 
Milton Queskekapow to the Jack River branch of the Catholic 
Residential echool, I have inquired at the local Indian office 
and they heve no record of his admission, I would apvreciate 
your forwarding me a copy of his admission presuming this is 
available, He was admitted on Oct, 1, 1948, 


I would also aporeciate an explicit statement concerning 
Residential School admissions in general, I am under the 
impression that no child whose environment is normal and who ie 
within reasonable distance of day schools is to be admitted to 
Residential Schools. I would apvreciate your informing me as to 
what the policy precisely is. Also I would appreciete your 
assurance that this policy is being applied impartially 
re gardlees of religious affiliation, Last year at the time that 
we were having great difficulty securing admissions of our 
own children to our own echools several of our children were 
“etolen" by the Catholic school, 


In passing I should like to make the following comment 
on the objectivee of Indian education into this area, One of 
the greatest needs of Norway House is that up to possibly 50% 
of the population should be removed, There just are not enough 
naturel resources to go around, My own feeling is that the 
Residential school is best designed to fit a person technically, 
emotionally etc. to make the step of leaving hie own community’. 
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With vopulation trends what they are here the slightest 
devression across the country is going to create a gigantic 
relief situation at Norway House, This is one reason why 

I am trying to send as many children as possible to 
Residential school as the day school seeme most likely to 
leave weople just where thet are. I feél that the government 
will have to take energetic measures to find an area where 
some of the population here can be accommodated and: also to 
convince the peovie that it is for their best welfare that 
they should move, This would be a long term program and I 
have mentioned it here to give if possible, justification 
for my plea that children be admitted to Residential schools 
from this area, The seriousness of the situation to which 

I refer is indicated by the large amounts which have been 
expended locally by the department this year for relief 
purposes, 


When you are replying I would be glad to hear of 
lateet developments relative to the day school on the Jack 
River and also the new Residential school for Norway House,

Two new panes 
of glass were needed in the windows, and these have been 
installed. The teacher complained that as there was no 
lock on the outside door of this school, outsiders were 
frequently going in, and interfering with things. I 
therefore purchased a hasp and padlock, and had them put 
on the door. 


I would recommend that a woven wire fence be 
erected around this school and its small grounds next summer, 
with two gates; one large one and one small one. This 
would keep horses and cattle away from the building and 
greatly improve the appearance of the place. As it is now, 
the fire wood gets scattered about, and in ail probability 
it is the animals that break the windows.

I am turning over to you the following 
drawings, prepared from my surveys at Rossville, Manitoba. 


A tracing showing the location of tuildings at 
Rossville, Manitoba, prepared on a scale of 50 feet to the 
inch. 


In connection with the position of sewer and 
water lines, it should be pointed out that certain of these 
lines, such es the sewer from the old school site to the septic 
tank and the sewer from the Agency Office could be located 
closely by evidence on the ground, but most of the other lines 
had to be placed on the plan from information supplied largely 
from memory by members of the Agency steff. 


A tracing showing the School Site Parcel war 
and the Engineers' Lot Percel "BY, together with the ties to 
existing property lines in the area, Please have a Vandyke 
made of this tracing, as well as two or three blueprints so 
that I may have a record of the tracing. hen you submit this 
tracing to Ottawa, please inform them that if they wish to 
make further tracings of this plan, these can be sent to 
Winnipeg for my signature, In the case of plans for regis=- 
tration in the Land Titles Offices in this Province, the 
Surveyor is required to furnish two tracings on linen for 
the Land Titles Office. In the case of Lend Surveys in un- 
organized areas, two tracings must be supplied to the Director 
of Surveys Office, and of course, in either case, 4 tracing 
goes to the party who orders the survey. 


Sheet 1 shows the elevations and contours on 
the school site, A plan showing the locations of the school 
lot and of the soundings taken on the two sides of the point. 


Sheet 2 shows the profiles plotted from the 
sounding date, as well as a profile of the existing sewer 
line from the old School that was destroyed by fire several 
years ago. It will be observed that a plan is also shown, 
showing the location of these sewers with soundings to rick 
along a line six feet offset to the south of the existing 


sewer, 


On August 9th, I egain checked the water levels 
in the two concrete menholes along the line and also the level 
in the concrete manhole near the weter's edge, as well as the 
water levels in the septic tank, The water level in the two 
concrete manholes along the sewer line was standing at prac- 
tically the same level in both, and its elevation had risen 
since my previous measurement on August 7th. The water level 


(cont! a) 
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i @ septic tank intake section stood st 102.8, considerably 
below the water level in the manhole next to the east. I 
called Mr. Jackson's attention to the fact that the sewer 

line between this manhole and the septic tank must have 

some obstruction, and that unless action was soon taken, 

the manhole would overflow and the sewer would back up further, 


I understand the obstruction was located and 
the broken sewer pipe was repaired after opening it up at the 
region of the trouble. Further, I was informed that in the 
septic tank the screen in the dividing wall of the septic tank 
must have been plugged, thus accounting for the difference of 
about 1.4 feet in the difference in water level on the two 
sides of the dividing well in the septic tank. Moreover, when 
I examined the septic tank a short piece of 2" x 4" lumber was 
found sticking upright in the bell of the outlet pipe. This 
obstruction was removed, I recommended to Mr. Jackson and his 
assitant that the septic tank should be clesned out; whether 
this was done or not, I am not able to say. 


The profile shows the approximate sewer eleve~ 
tions from the second most easterly manhole to the septic tenk 
based on the presumption that the grades are straight grades 
from manhole to manhole and from the first manhole east to the 
septic tank, The grade line of the sewer was apparently kept 
up in order to save rock excavation near Station 10. The pro- 
file shows that a large part of the sewer has a cover of less 
than 6 feet. You will note in my records of soundings on the 
offset line that in several places we encountered frost on 
August 7th at about 6 feet down, tt that we were able to 
penetrate the frost with the 1/2 inch pointed steel rod. 
further, the frost continued to a depth of about 8 feet below 
the surface. In Winnipeg sewers are given an earth cover of 
not less than 7.5 feet. In view of the very shallow earth 
covers over the sewer and the extremely small and intermittent 
flow from the Principal's Residence, the Engineer's house and 
living querters Above the Agency Office, the sewer will be 
sure to freeze up in any but a very mild winter, Under these 
circumstances the sewer line, manholes and septic tank should 
be protected against frost until such time as the new school is 
built, Protection could be provided by covering the present se- 
wer line with about two more feet of earth cover, and the man- 
holes and septic tank could be protected by covering then with 
a foot or more of manure or hay. Since the covering of the 
sewer with additional earth cover would make a ridge across the 
Reserve common, perheps a covering with a foot or more of manure 
that could be removed in the summertime would be least objectionable, 
but not a permanent cure. 


I also examined the 8" Anthese Foundry Cast Iron 
sewer outlet into Little Playgreen Lake. I found this waste 
pipe to be broken in two places, and regret that my plan shows 
the location of only one break. However, there are two breeks, 
caused no doubt by shifting ice, This cast iron pipe simply 
rests On a support or two on the bottom of the lake bed which is 
very shallow for some distance out from shore, actually only 
about 3.5 feet deep, about 90 feet from the shore where the pipe 


enters the water, 


(Cont'd) 
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Even if the outlet pipe is repaired, which repuirs 
should be carried out before freeze up, there is no hope that 
the pipe line will not be soon broken again. Cast iron cannot 
stand much shifting and as long as the pipe is exposed, as it 
4s to ice movements, breaks are likely to uccur. It will be 
noted from our soundings that the bay bottom in most places 
had a mud cover of from 1.5 to 3.0 feet in depth with rock 
bottom showing without cover in only a few places. In view 
of these conditions, I believe that a trench could be scraped ou 
out along the pipe line to a depth of about 1.5 feet and the 
pipe line could be extended into slightly deeper water and 4 
shallow cribwork sunk about the outlet to prevent it from 
silting over, A more flexible outlet pipe line could have been 
used advantageously in the present location. This waste pipe 
discharges the flow from the hospital septic tank as well as 
from the old septic tank by the Mission lot fence, and for that 
reason it is advisable to put the line into such repair that 
it can be expected to function fairly satisfactorily. 


I have gone into the investigation of this sewer line 
from the 014 school and the outlet to the both sewer lines at 
the suggestion of Mr. Goodman, when he discussed the situation 
with me at Rossville, and trust that my report and suggestions 
may be found helpful. 


Further, in the copy of the letter from Mr. R.A. 
Gibson, Director of Lends and Development Services Brench, 
Department of Mines and Natural Resources, dated June 28th, 
1948,amiwritten to Mr. Robt. Blais, Chief Engineer of your 
Department, the following paragraph sets out my work: 


"It is hoped that the existing buildings mey be 
tied into some determinate point, borings to 
determine the nature of the soil, depth to rock, 
elevations of water table and that spot levels 
over the area may be made, as well as weter 
levels and soundings of Little Playgreen Lake, 
bordering the Agency and other data relevant to 
the development of the Agency". 


The soundings to be taken were later reduced consider- 
ably, and those taken end shown on Sheet No. 1 were taken only 
over a comparatively narrow set of ranges adjacent to the pre=- 
sent water intake and sewer outlet’ lines. 


Please be good enough to have a Vandyke made of my 
@rawings and six white prints run off, ‘Two or three of each 
of these white prints together with a copy of this letter should 
be sent to the Indian Agent's Secretary at Rossville, so that 
work of repairing the sewer outlet pipe and of protecting the 
old school sewer line against severe winter weather may be 
completed before freeze up. 


One of the other white prints of each of these two 
sheets would be for my own records. 


Please accept my thanks for your generous co-operati on 
in arrenging for desk space end use of facilities in the prepa- 
ration of the Building Location plen drawn by Prof. W.P, Riddell, 
and in having your office staff make the several tracings. This 
assistance has been a very great help.

The School site as shown on the plans is that proposed by 
this Division when the development was to consist of six buildings 
similar in design to those proposed for the Teslin Residential School, 
Since then the scheme has been considerably modified and a site of the 
area shown is probably no longer necessary.

Dear Mr. MacKinnon: 


Tt is very kind of you to write about what our 
Church has done et Muncey. We believe the policy followed is the 
right one. We are fortunate in having Rev. B.E. Joblin as 
Principal of the Consolidated School, We are grateful for the 
cooperation of the officers of your Department. 


May I take this opportunity of drawing your 
attention to two matters of great importance. 


(1) We greatly need the rebuilding of the Norway House 
Residential School. This was destroyed by fire three years &g°o. 
The officers of your Department can furnish you with the facts and 
with the figures which reveal the need of this School, I am sorry 
that I must point out that because this school is not in operation 
some of the Indians who are adherents of our Church are being 
induced to send their children to schools operated by the Roman 
Catholic Church. 1 do not wish to find fault with either the 
parents of the cburch but I do want to point out that the lack of 
a school is prejudicial to the interests of the United Chureh in 
the Norway House Agency. 


(2) We are somewhat concerned about priorities in 
building or rebuilding Residential Schools. We had been given to 
understand by officers of your Department that the policy was that 
the first projects would be the rebuilding of schools which had 
peen destroyed by fire and that only after these necessary and vital 
replacements had been cared for would new schools be undertaken. 


It may be that the information I have is incorrect 
but I am informed that a new school is being erected at Teslin 
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at a cost of $400,000. We would not deny the need of the 
Indians at this place but we want to assure you that we expected 
our needs at Norway House to have priority. I must leave the 
matter of replacements for other Churches to be dealt with by 
the proper persons in those churches, I am simply pointing out 
what the United Church expects. 


I have given you my frank and honest opinion 
on these matters, I would much prefer to talk these things over 
but unfortunately my engagements are such that I cannot hope 
to be in Ottawa before Easter and I feel that these represnet- 
ations should be made immediately.

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whieh should be erested. our inapectors reported that 
previously a considerable number of children from the 
immediate vielnity or Norway House attended the resi- 
dential school when they could well have been attending 
dey echools., It has been suggested that e day school 

be built aeress the Bay to provide educati feotlities 
for the ehildren there. It is olained that this area has 
@ etable population and that if a day school were orected 
there, few, if any, of the children would be taken to 
winter camp. 


We appreciate the fact that inland from 
Norway Mouse there ere « number of reserves on which 
it is very difficult to suscesefull Operate day schools, 
due to the conditions under which the indians live, 
There is alse the persistent problem of orphans and 
families with one or both parents in hospital for 
treatment for tuberculosis. 


The pupilege at the former Norway House 
Residential School was 105. The problem now is te 
Geoide definitely the pupllage of the propesed new 
acheeol. We had hoped to arrive at « definite answer 
following the recent visit of one of our officials 
but, unfortunately, weather conditions prevented 8 
ane at certain reserves on whieh there vere Indians 
belong 


ng te the United Church of Canada, You will 
eppreciate the fact that the building of residential 
schoole is today a very costly undertaking, Therefore, 
we must be careful in building « school which will 
suffice for our needs but will net be tee large for 
the Indian pepulation it is intended te serve. 
Naturally, we wish the children for ehon day school 
feoilities are provided to attend such schools and 
we do not wish them placed in a residential school in 
order to fill it. I would, therefore, like to hear 
from you as to the views of your lesal missionaries, 
end to receive statements from them as to the number 
ef children of your Church in their various missions 
whe actually require residential achcol eare and 
education. We could then have this information 
reviewed by our officials. 
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I have noted your comments with regard to the 
Teslin Residential Seheol. The need of a residential 
acheol et this point sas brought to the attention of the 
departuent some ten years ago and assurances were 
subsequently given that construstion would proceed once 
materials and labour became readily available. The 
welfare situation has been aggravated by conditions 
resulting from the presence of soldiers of the United 
States army and workers who vere euployed in the bullding 
of the Alaska Highway. Due te the unusually large sunber 
of welfare cases in the Teslin area, which require 
institutional care, the department feels that a residential 
school is an urgent necessity. 


I should like to assure you, however, that 
the residential schoel requirements of the United Church 
of Canada at Norway Bouse are being carefully borne in 
mind, provision having been made in the 1949-50 Estimates 
for the construction of the first unit of the new school, 
namely the classroom block.

It is my intention to take up the 
matter of having the Indiens build a Community Hall, 
which will be run under the Agency and not by the Church, 
and in this way it will be used for all Indians of the 
Band. 


: We have lumber at the sawmill, and with 
the windows and doors, etc., from the old Hospital 
building, very little will have to be purchased - and 
the labour will be done by the Indians free of charge.

The Teacher at the Day School at Shoal Lake has 
notified the Agent at The Pas that after the end of the 
present quarter he will not continue in the position of 
teacher, and it is not thought wags it will be possible 
to find another to replace him, at least during the winter. 
As the Teacher exercised supervision over the Indians at 
Shoal Lake, and had charge of the issue of rations to the 
aged and destitute, it will be necessary to make some 
provision for this work being done after he retires. Mr. 
Agent Fischer suggests that Mr. Kennedy, the Teacher at 
Red Earth, which is ten miles distant from Shoal Lake, be 
employed to visit Shoal Lake weekly and issue rations to 
the aged and destitute, It is estimated that the trip 
would cost about $2.50, 

It seems to me that fortnightly trips would be 
sufficient, and I am authorizing the Agent to employ Mr. 
Kennedy to make fortnightly visits to Shoal Lake to see 


to the issue of rations there.

Lunaic taught the Paes Mountain, which ie 
Knewe af the Ghoel Lake school, fer twe quarters, but hed 
provieugly taught at Moose Lake some years age. The emily 
repert we have fram the agent or Inapester as to tis werk 
wae made by Mr. Agent Fischer whe steted that altneugh the 
attendance wae vevy icregular the progress was satisfactors. 
This wae in May 1908. The seheol has been clesed fer ever 
& year, but MW. Inapecter Jackson, in « repert datee 19t j 
Gf Movember, 1909, states that the Rev. mr. Sawarae infernea Z--,, 
that arrangements were being made te send a teacher there. 

Referring te the cerrespendence I find that the 
Bishep ef Saskatchewan has refused te appeint Mr. Lundic. 
Ne says “He has beer @upleyed as teacher twe er three tines 
at Meoee Lake and at gheal Leake, and never seems te have 
satisfied either the Indiane ef the Inapecter. He taught 
very irregularly, and was suspected ef “*eseking* tné 
Register te make up the number ef days and ef pupile.* He 
alse stated cenfidentiy that he had ne faith in the agent's 
recemmendatien. 

I find there ig a statement of a cleim fer the 
upsetting of mr. Lundie’s canes and the lees ef hie preperty 
made in hie own handwriting, which weuld indicate that he 
hes had enly @ limited educatien.( Pile 119%08/1).

Lake Day School, on the 15th of June. On the reg- 
ister at this schoo}, there were ten boys ahd ten 
girls. There were present at the time of my visit 
seven boys and seven girls. The average attendance 
this quarter would be about gleven. During this 
quarter, there were three deaths amongst the pupils. 
Three pupils are in the second standard and were 
fair in reading and in making sentences from words 
in theixnlessons. they were very good in arithmetic. 
In the first standard Senior, there were four pupils, 
these pupils Qscas far advanced as the onea in the 
second standard. I could see very little differ- 
ence between them. They have been making fair pro- 
gress since iy-:last visit. The balance of the 
pupils are smaller children and know their alphabet 
and can read and write simple words. 


There ie no garden at this school, as the chief 
and Indians did not plow one this Spring. The ehief 
will plow a garden next fall or come off the ration 
list. I told him that he was a fairly young man to 
be on the ration list, and if he does not help, he can 
hunt his own grub, and I have no doubt that there will 
be a good garden next year.

With referpnce to your application for the 
issue of a cheque in vour of Miss I. M. Faithful, 
covering March quarter salary as teacher of the Shoal Lake 
Indian Day School, I beg to point out that in my opinion, 
the spirit if not the letter of Order-in-Council P. C. 
44/1367 of June 14th, 1932 (extended by P. C. 51/617 of 
April 3rd, 1933) has been violated by the Department in 
agreeing to pay Miss Faithful $600.00 per teaching year 
as compated to $650.00 paid her predecessor Mr. ¥rancis 
Daniels. 


The paragraph in the Order-in-Council above 
referred to which applies in this instance reads as follows: 


“That no inerease, prior to March 3lst, 1933, be 
“made in the remuneration of any officer, clerk or 
"employee, except on promotion under the conditions 
"prescribed by the next succeeding paragraph.”® 


While Miss Faithful may not have received an 
inerease in salary, there is undoubtedly an increase 
proposed in the selary for the position of teacher at the 
Shoal Lake School, 


It is also our contention that as the authority 
for the appointment of Day School teachers has been 
transferred from the Civil Service Commission to the 
Department, that all new appointments should be approved 
by the Deputy Superintendent General. The approval in the 
case of Miss Faithful is only implied from the letter of 
December 20th, 1932, addressed to the Rt.

She now feels able to stay for the present, and carry on 
the work. 

The Bishop hase communicated with more than one teacher, 
but so far we have not found anyone whom we think would carry 
on the work as well as Mise Faithfull. Not only has she an 
almost perfect attendance at the school, and is helping the 
childeen to make real progress, but her influence for good is 
making a splendid impression on the whole Reserve. 

The Bishop therefore recommends not making another nom- 
ination, at any rate till the Christmas holidays, and we can 
see by then how Miss Faithfull's health is. 

She has written to Mr. Indian Agent Lovell saying that 
she feels able to carry on if it is in the best interests of 
the school and people that she should do 60.

and dispensing the medicine. 


Mise Faithfull's health broke down there. I found her 
very i111 at the nearest neighbour's five miles from Shoal Lake 
on Sunday Oct. 4th. I had tried to bring in my car via Nipawin 
100 miles away, and 60 of these miles over trails which most 
people would call impassable for a car, hoping to give her an 
easier journey out than by waggon. When I saw her condition 
and the condition of the trails, I at once saw it wae out of 
the question for her to attempt such a journey. Yet something 
had to be done. Fortunately there is a stretch of the Carrot 
River whieh is straight and deep. So I sent out a message to 
the M.& C. Aviation Go. Prince Albert, to send in a plane. 

In thie way Mies Faithfull was safely taken out to civilisation, 
and is now taking madical treatment in Saskatoon. 

But there is a bill due to the Aviation Go. of $56.00. 

I have guaranteed this payment, but if the Department could see 
ite way to pay for this necessary air journey, I should be very 
grateful. 


But, apart from this, would it not be possible to raise the 
Teacher's salary to, say $75 per teaching month, and have the 
house made reasonably warm for winter use, with storm doors and 
windows, and have a well dug. 

I should then find it much easier to apply te a fully qual- 
ifead Teacher to take up the work at Shoal Lake. 

I hed arranged fer Mrs. Read, if she had been appointed, 
in the first place to go in with me by car; and then when I did 
not hear from the Department, to come in by the plane which took 
Mies Faithfull out. It was not till my returm to Prince Albert 
thet I reesived yous letter telling of the ruling that under no 
circumstances could a married lady teacher be appointed. 


I should be glad to hear frem you, as to what offer the 
Department would make to Mr. Richford, and whet§Jer they would 
approve of his appointment if I can persuade him to go. 

I know of a young unmarried man who might accept the school, 
but I do believe a woman like Mre. Richford, whe would have the 
welfare of the fadtane at heart, would be a very great asset on 
fhe Reserve. he young girle on the Reserve need a woman to 

ook after them.

He has had eleven yetrs teaching experience in Saskatchewan. 

He taught a school at Meadow Lake composed mainly of Cree

He has also had experience of teaching English to non-English 
speaking children in a Swedish settlement. 

He is 31 years of age, married with one ehild. 

I heave heard from two clergyman who know him, and they heartily 
recommend him both as to character and teaching ability.

4 am Writing to you with regard to Miss Faitnful, 
who has been seriously ill in Saskatoon Hospital. 

When soe left Shosl Lake in October, she had enough 
money to carry her through the winter, and as the bishop of 
Saskatoon had offered mer a school in the epring, she thought 
ali would be well. But she had to go to Hospital three times 
during the winter. She was able to pay the bill on the first 
two occasions, but the bill for the last visit, which was the 
longest, amounts to just over 980.00 and there are Doctors’ 
fees for treatment in addition. 

I wrote to Dr. DM. Baltgan, Macwillen Suilding, Saskaton 
about her condition, and he replied tuat there is no way of 
telling when she might expect one of the embarrassing and 
Sametines serious attacks of asia; and that it would be very 
unsafe for her to assuwe @ position where wedical assistance 
is not reddily available; and under the circumsténces it would 
be very m.ch better for her to be retired. 

Miss vYaithful herself feels thut she is not 
Stele of health to take up work for the present. 

Sew we cowe to the question of what happens when a 
Government ewployee who is not on a pension fund, breaks down 
in health, spend all her money On hospitel billie, end «till 
nee@s firthar treatment, and also sowething to live ons There 
are friends who would be pleased to give ner hospitality for 
some time, but at present she has to continue the treatment 
in “askatoon.

This declaration must be completed in triplicate by full time employees claiming “Head of Household ” 
status if compensation is less than $108.00 per month, and all married women in the Service in receipt of a salary 
of less than $2,100.00, and filed with the Department. One copy to be retained by the Department and two 
copies forwarded to the Chief Treasury Officer serving the Department. 


“Head of Household” teans a married man or woman, a single or divorced person, widow or widower, who maintains a 
self-contained domestic establishment and who actually supports therein a person wholly dependent upon him and connected with 
him by marrioge, blood relationship or adoption 


(i) “Self-contained domestic establishment” means a dwelling house, apartment or other simila: ye of residence 
containing at least one bedroom, in which residence the employee as a general rule sleeps and nas his meals prepared 
and served 

(ii) A person connected with the employee by marriage means the wife or husband, parents, uncle, aunt, nephew, niec 
grandparents and great-grandparents of employee's wife or husband, step-children, brothers-in-law and sisters-in-law. 

(iii) A person connected with the employee by blood relationship means parents, foster parents, grandparents, great-grand- 
parents, children, grandchildren, great-grandchildren, brother or sister, uncle or aunt, nephew or niece, 


(iv) Connection with the employee by adoption shall include adoption in fact as well as legal adoption

The School building, a Chapel rented by the De- 
partment from the church authorities requires considerable 
repairs and imppovements to make it comfortable for the 
children attending. These have been repeatedly pointed 
out but as in the case of the Red Earth School ,nothing 
hae been done.

Right Reverend Sir ,- 

Tt hae been reported to the Department that 
the vuilding wed for the sehool on the Red Barth Neverve ie in a very 
Gilapidated condition. The roof leaks and when it rains water drips 
all over the floor. Nortaz ie felling off the walle and there is no 
chimey; the stove pipe simply goes through the roof and te liable 
to omuse the destruction of the muilding by fire at any tine. There 
ie neither porch ner double winders. 

Ae Your Lordship ia aware the Department pape an anual 
rental of $49.00 for thie and aleo for the Shoal Lake and Noose Lake 
eohool buildings. The Shoal Lake building aleo requires repairs, 
ana it ie stated that this matter has been repeatedly brought to the 
attention of the Giureh authorities but that no action has been taken. 
I would ask Your Lordship to see that these miildings are put in euch 
@ state Of repair that they will be at least habitable, as if thie is 
not done the Department will be forced to discontimme the yaynent 


of any further rental.

The Department is in communication with the 
ehurch authorities, regarding the obtaining of a teacher 
for the Shoal Lake Indian Day School, to succeed Mise 
Faithful, who has given up duties on account of ill 
health. It is hoped to obtain an early nomination from 
the church authorities, and you will be advised of the 
name, salary, ete., of the teacher appointed. 


The Department's attention has been drawn 
to the condition of the teacher's residence. This house 
has one room upstairs and one downstairs and is in poor 
repair, draughty and cold in winter, with a home-made 
door and no storm door or storm windows. 


I would request that you will arrange, as 
soon as possible, to have a storm door and storm windows 
made and installed on this building. Further, you may 
carry out any minor repairs considered necessary in order 
to make the building as comfortable as possible. No 
unnecessary expense should be inourred. Please forward 
itemized accounts, in triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the cost of the work considered necessary by 
you. 


There ie no well at this school. It is 
considered too late in the season to arrange for digging 
a well, tut you might bring this matter to the attention 
of the Department early next spring. At that time, you 
should give full information as to how you would aivise 
the work be carried out and, if possible, the approx- 
imate cost.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
loth of January last and enclose herewith report on 
building data form,-Shoal River Reserve, 


The type of school erected at Little Saskatchewan 
Reserve last year, I consider ideal, and suitable for 
reserves. I have only a faint idea of the cost. The 
cost would be greater at an outlying place like Shoal 
River as freight is expensive. I beg to suggest that 

Q )the freighting be contracted for, During the early 
\ spring a number of boats are tied up at the north end 
of the lake, awaiting for the ice to disappear and 

it is usually the middle of June before they make the 
trip to Winnipegosis. I believe the fishermen would 
be pleased to get work during this slack season, 


I wish to call the department's attention to the 
resident missionary's statement, that the school is 
built on Mission lands. He olaims that the Mission 
property covers 42 acres. This land is the only 
logical place to build a school. It is high, dry and sa 
sandy, close to the river, 


There are 22 Indians at school at the present time, 
During the winter months the attendance is increased 
by halfbreeds whose parents come in to fish;the atten- 
dance last winter totalbd 36. I have estimated the 
pupilege at 35;it is very doubtful if the Indian 
child population will ever go over these figures.

I am in receipt of your recent letter 
enclosing building data form in connection with 
the proposed erection of a new day sehool on the 
Shoal ver Reserve. 


I note that you one the same type of 
sehool as was erected at ttle Saskatehewan Reserve. 
In this connection I may say that reports reaching 
the Minister's office indicate that some of the 
local people consider the Little Saskatehewan school 
too elaborate and too expensive for the district. 
Under these circumstances the Department does not 
wish to incur the same criticiam in the event of 
erecting a school at Shoal River. 


I note that you suggest erection of the 
school by contract. This would probably mean that 
the school would cost as much as the Little Saskatchewan 
school. 


Is there any small saw mill elose to the Shoal 
River school where the necessary lumber could be secured 
and thus avoid the cost of freighting whieh you state 
is quite expensive? In this event it might be possible 
for the school to be built by day labour in charge of 
@ competent white foreman, employing Indians to do the 
other work. 


You mention in the last paragraph of your letter 
thet there are only 22 Indian children in the school at 
the present time and you also refer to the halfbreeds 
who attend the school during the winter. As you are

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aware this Department has no obligation to provide 
school facilities for halfbreeds. I am not certain 
from your letter whether in mentioning the pupilage 
of 35 you refer to Indian children only or to both 
Indians and halfbreeds. The 1934 census stated that 
there were 46 children between 7 and 16 years of age 
on the Shoal River Reserve and 40 children under 7 
years of age. If these figures were correct it is 
quite possible that the Indian school population at 
the present time would be approximately 35 or even 
more. 


I note that you suggest erection of a school 
on land owned by the Anglican Chureh. Present 
regulations will not permit our approving this recom- 
mendation. It would be advisable for you to see the 
Chureh authorities and ascertain if they are prepared 
to convey to us, free of charge, sufficient land as 
a site for this school. 


In view of the contents of this letter you 
should reconsider very carefully what progedure should 
be taken with regard to the erection of a school at 
Shoal River and forward to me a complete report at 
your earliest convenience. At the same time you might 
state when you last visited this Reserve.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
29th. ultimo, and wish to advise that I have heard no 
outside criticism of the school erected at Little 
Saskatchewan. I admit the school is very striking, 
and possibly does not conform to the generally ac- 
cepted opinion of an Indian Reserve, In building a 
school at Shoal River, I strongly recommend a full 
basement and furnace. The basement is excellent 
if the teacher holds sewing classes or classes in 
manual training. It is also very useful for serving 
mid-day meals and can also be used as a play room 
on very severe days during the winter months. Some 
saving could be made in making the oloak rooms 
smaller and dispensing with the teachers' room al- 
together. 


On the 27th. ultimo I forwarded a letter received 
from one Mr. Glen Burrell of Mafeking, who will be 
operating & small saw mill approximately 20 miles 
from the reserve. Mr. Burrell is a fisherman during 
the fall and winter months, has 4 large boat for 
the freighting of the lumber, and is, I believe, 

a@ reliable man. A great saving would be made in the 
purchase of local lumber. 


The Indians of this reserve are backward, although 
I believe the employment of a white foreman from the 
outside,and the employment of Indians for labouring 
would be cheaper, 


There are 22 treaty Indian children attending school 
at the present time, and there will be an inorease of 
the pupilage next fall term, ana if no children are 
taken into residential school the attendance will 
approximate 30 next winter. All these will be treaty 
children.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department letter 
dated the 40th ultimo with reference to the delivery 
of materials for the erection of a day school at 
Shoal River Reserve. In reply I wish to report that 
all the material is now delivered to the reserve the 
lumber being piled on the site. The cement is stored 
in the present day school together with the windows, 
I found it necessary to rent a house from an Indian 
for the storing of wall board, paint, bricks and 
other ready removable materials, ‘The cost of renting 
the building will be $1.00 per month. ‘The lumber 

is in view of the teacher during school hours and 

I don't feel that there is any likelihood of any 
lumber being stolen. ‘The material at the school and 
at the Indian house will be under look, the key will 
be kept by the school teacher. 


If the work of building is not carried out early 
in the spring it will be necessary to re-pile all the 
lumber. This should be done before the heavy spring 
rains. ‘There is no building, on the reserve, to 
hold all materials, as all houses, except the one 
mentioned are occupied. 


As previously mentioned, all the material is 


on the building site, and there will be no additional 
cost of hauling.

I returned last night from the Shoal’River Reserve, 
and wish to report that work on the excavation of the 
basement has commenced and will be practically com- 
pleted by tonight. Mr. Poulson made the trip with me 
and will be returning to the reserve, with the treaty 
party, on the 18th. It is expected that the building 
will be finished by the end of July or the first week 
in August. I beg to make request that an accountable 
cheque for $500.00, to pay the cost of labour ete, 
reach me at Portage by Saturday, June 15th, otherwise 
an indefinate delay in the commencement of construction 
of the building will result, as labour will have to be 
paid for. The work of construction will be carried 
out by Mr. Poulson with the help of Indians. He ex- 
pects to get along without the hiring of additional 
white help. His wages will be .80¢ per hour. The 
Indians will be paid at the rate of .25¢ per hour 
on carpenter work; the digging of the basement .20% 
per hour. I also interviewed Mr.Leggatt at Swan 
River. He will be ready to paint as soon as the school 
of completed and I will arrange to take him up. His 
charge will be .50¢ per hour and he also will employ 
Indian help.

I would also like to take out the window next to 
the chimney as this is liable to make cross lighting, 
and substitute two small ventilating windows high up 
in the classroom.

Seven Indians were used for the digging of the 
basement and in all probability four will be kept 
on during the greater part of the erection of the 
building. Three Indians were used for clearing the 
site of bush, and later a team and two Indians will 
be hired to pull out stumps in the school yard.

With reference to Department letter of the 12th. 
instant, I beg to advise that I sought the advide of 
the Gurney Company in regard to the size of a fur- 
nace of sufficient capacity for the heating of the 
Shoal River Day School. The information and cut 
is enclosed herewith. 


A furnace, pipeless, with a heating capacity rating 
of 25,000 cubic feet would be ample for a building the 
size of the new Shoal River Day School. In asking for 
a pipeless furnace for this school, I have in mind the 
long distance from a tinsmith. A furnace with pipe 
heat conductors is dangerous as there is always a 
possibility of the children knocking them down in 
the course of play, and repair work would be expensive 
at a point so far from civilization. 


The fire-box of the furnace shown is of ample size, 
40 X 19 inches, a wood burner being required. The 
Gurney Company asked permission to quote a price and 
this price f.0.b, Mafeking, the nearest railway point 
to the reserve, is $235.85. 


Mr. Poulsen informed me that there is a first 
class furnace man in Swan River who would be quite 
capable of installing the furnace.

I would also 
Suggest that Mr. Poulson, who built the School, be al- 
lowed to do the work.

Dear Sir,- 

The Indians, in Council assembled, have asked me to approach 
the Department, through you,and beg that something more be done for them 
from an educational point of view. 

In discussing the matter they pointed out the splendid builde 
ings erected at Norway House, Cwoss Lake and The Pas, I have,at their 
request,asked the Department several times for a boarding school ,but 
have been informed that there were no funds for this purpose. 

Might I suggest an improved day school and earnestly beg the 
Department to consider this, It would be an uplifting and very 
encouraging institution for the Indians ,while not breaking up the 
home life and unfitting the children for life as Indians. We have 185 
children of school age, about 100 boys and 85 girls. I can assure you 
Mr. Bunn the 95% of those would attend an improved day school in the 
summer, and if the Deparbment saw their way to keep the school open 
during the winter,50% could eesily be induced to attend during the 
winter,as the men would leave their families on the Reserve while they 
went hunting. Then one good warm meal would mean so much to the young 
Indians ,wno often have to go for days without a good meai, 

T have tried a dav schoo] but it was not a success, Then I nes 


always impresaed the parents with the fact that they must teach thei sie 
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e dren to read and write in their own languege, this has been done 


to M™certain extent,and most of our Indiansscan read and write in 
tneir own language. 

Education rmet be a preperation for success in life,and an 
improved school would be this ,under: the conditions at Split Leke, 

The H. B. Ry. will be within 25 miles of Split Leke next summer so 
that material for school could easily be taken over land in winter and 
suitable building erected, 

Before the railway came,it would have been a very great 
expense to the Department,and I can understand the Department 
hesytating before incurring the expense. 

However the reserve is now surveyed,and a school site alloted 
Then there is a large plot of land given to the church part of which 
might be used for school site and farming operations so that the site 
would present no difficulty whatever. 

Realizing your kindness and imoertiality in dealing with 
everything connected with the welfare of the Indians. I hoperyou will 
see your way to consider this request and if possible present our needs 
to the Department for consideration.

While at Split Lake strong representations 
were made,by the Indians,requesting that the Department 
supplya School,and they have guaranteed, that from thirty 
to forty children,would take advantage of it,there being 
seventy children of school age on this Reserve, but on 
account of the homes being fairly scattered,only about 
half ofthem would be able to attend School. 

I looked over the old Mounted Police Barracks 
which is a log building with a frame and rubberoid roof, 

) and it is all in good shape, the only alteration that 
would be needed, would be the interior partitions,as the 


down-stairs is now divided into four rooms,besides this 


/ building there are two small store houses,which would be 
very useful,as there is no building on this Reserve in 
which supplies can be stored.I was led to understand by 
the Manager of Hudsén’sBay CO.that all these buildings,as 
wellias the stoves,and furniture,in the Barracks,could be 
purchased very reasonable,from the Mtd.Policeas they all 
have been taken awayfrom this country,and have no further 

| use for them.I would put the valuation on thes@,at,at 
least$400.00, but think they could be purchased for 150.00 
at the outside, 

Since my return there has been a missionery 
| appointed to Split lake, the Rev.W.H.J.Walters,who would b, 


be available as teacher.

Referring to your favor of the 4th instant, I 
quote the following from a letter received from Mr.J.A. 
Campbell, M.P., shortly before I wrote you: 


"Thereis really nothing new to report regarding 
the situation at Split Lake. Any information which Mr. 
MacDonald has is along the lines already given you that 
there are very few, if any, half-breed children there, 
probably four or five at the most. As I have already 
mentioned, the matter was taken up in the first place 
when Alex Flett was living there and he had a somewhat 
numerous family. There were also, I understand, other 
half-breed children there at the time, so it seemed in 
order to provide for their education but before any 
arrangements were made a number of these moved away, 
thus leaving very few. Theres are a large number of 
Indian children there, probably about seventy, and the 
English church and the Dominion authorities are now 
taking steps to eatablish a school there".

With referenve to the application from the Bishop 
of Keewatin for the establishment of an improved day school 
at @plit Lake I beg to say that a day school was in operation 
there for three years from November, 1907, until the end of 
the December quarter, 1910, when the then teacher, the Rev, 
Mr, Fox, resigned, The school Was not a success owing to 
the very low average attendance. 


In the letter referred to by the Bishap from the 
Rev. Mr, Fox, Which Was sent to the Department in April,1916, 
Mr, Fox suggested the establishment of an improved day school 
and pointed out that there were about one hundred children 
of school age there, the large majority of whom Could attend 
during the summer. This letter was forwarded to the Depart— 
ment by Mr, Bunn, but no action was taken, 


The next We hear of this school Was in a conihuni- 
cation from Mr, Fletcher, the Deputy Minister of Education 
for the province of Manitoba, who wrote on the 30th ef 
January, 1917, that he Was informed that there are a number

The Department was advised that there was a buiid-— 
ing formerly used as the Northwest Mounted Police Barracks 
at split Lake Which might be available for school purposes 
and application Was made to the Comptroller of the Royal 
Nortiwest Mounted Police to find out whether the building 
referred to could be obtained for this purpose and, if 80, 
on What terms. The Department Was advised by the Mounted 
Police Department that the Minister had authorized the use 
of the building, rent free, provided it is kept in good 
repair and the necessary alterations made at the expende 
of this Department, This offer was confirmed by Order in 
Council dated the 4th of May, 1917. 


The Bishop states that the Rev. Mr. Waltem has, 
on his own account, begun a day school at the mission and 
carried it on during the past summer and that he is using 
the church, which is the only available milding and that 
he has no proper school material. 


We have had no returns showing the attendance, but, 
if there are enough pupils to warrant carrying on a school 
at this point, the Department Would be justified in making 
use of the police barracks and furnishing the necessary 
school material and providing a salary for the teacher, 

When the schooi Was previously in operation $200,00 was 
all that was allowed, 


Mr, Agent Macdemald wrote the Department on the 
ist of August, last, stating that While he Was at @lit 
Lake the Indians requested the Department to furnish them 
With a school and they guaranteed that from thirty to forty 
children Would take advantage of it. The Agent reports 
that he looked over the Mounted Police Barracks and that 
very fow alterations Would be needed and that he Was given 
to understand by the Manager of the Hudson's Bay (Company 
that the stoves and furniture in the barracks ca@uld be 
purchased very reasonably from the Mounted Polics.

At a band moeting he Le ewetne Split Lake Reserve on the 5th 
day of July 1919, the bend brought up the question of a school on 
the reserve. There are 165 children on the reserve, about half of 
that number being of school age. There is an o1d4 Mounted Police 
Barracks on the reserve which is vacant at the present time, and in 
the meantime,if it could be secured, would answer for a school. 

The barrecks is £4x24 with a nine foot ceiling downstairs, and 
is worth in its present condition about y 200.00. it is built of 
logs and has an upstairs and two good floors. it is divided 
downstairs into four rooms by board partitions. It hes four 
windows, one of them only e half a one. here wou be required 
two lerge windows in addition to the ones in, and a smell porch over 

front 
the mmxkk door. The partition lumber will meke this porch. it 
requires some plaster on the outelde and enough lime to whitewash the 
inside, and will cost not over $ 100.00 to meke it ready for the 
seats. This building when repaired should be good for five years, 
and seate for say 40 pupils end a blackboard 3 x 12 will have to be 
furnished. 

Bishop Lofthouse wes o jhe reserve at the time of my visit, end 
he agreed to Mr Walton, the resident Clergyman, teac@ing for half a 
day for five days in the week when the children are eat home. This 
arrangement appears to be the best one possible at the 
and 1 would recommend that the Department should errange to take over 
and use shies building.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 15th instant with reference to the establishment of 
a school on the gilit Lake Reserve for the benefit of the 
Indian children residing there and stating that there is 
a building aVailable which Was formerly used by the Mounted 
Police as a barracks, Which is vacant at the present time 
and Would serve the purpose of a school building. 


In reply I bes to say that by Omer in Oounocil 
of the 4th of May, 1917, this building was secured by this 
Department from the Royal Northwest Mounted Police for 
use as a school building. 


A request Was received from His Lordship the 
Bishop of Keewatin in November, last, for the establishment 
of a school at this point. His Lordship stated that the 
Rev. We. H. Walter, the missionary there, Was prepared to 
undertake the Work as teacher and asked to be furnished 
with a supply of school material, The material asked 
for was forwarded, and it Was decided to give this school 
atrial, No returns have yet been received and the De- 
partment is unable to judge the attendance and the progress 
which is being made, The Department understands that the 
school is being conducted by the missionary in the Ghurch, 


As you state the building referred to above Will 
require some slight alterations and the addition of two 
large Windows and a small porch over the front door and 
the board partitions removed, at a cost not to exceed $100.00, 
the Department Will approve of this Work being done, You 
may, therefore, make the necessary arrangements to have the 
alterations outlined by you completed as soon aA possible, 
and the expenditure for this work should not oxceed your 


fi estimate.

In reference to Missionary services at Split 
Lake, I beg to state that for 25 years we have carried on 
definite work, with a missionary resident at Split Lake. 
We have there a church building and a mission house, in 
full use. 

The Rev. W. H. J. Walter, the missionary in 
charge of Split Lake now conducts day school, and he 
will, so far as we Imow, continue to do so. We fully purpose 
to continue the Misstonary-Teaching services for such portions 
of the year as the missionary is able to gather the children 
together for school. The Rev. Mr.Walter is doing splendid work 
at Split Lake, and he,as well ae ourselves,would be much gratified 
if a suitable school could be built. 

We are not advised as to what has been done by the 
Department at Split Lake in the way of equipment for the school 
as Mr.Walter has taken up the work of teaching quite volumtarily 
in the interests of the Indians. 3o far as we know, no grant ia 
made by the Department towards the salary of the teacher. We 
should be glad to know if a erant towards salary could he made, 
if such 1s not now done, provided that the missionary is prepared 
to carry on the school wider the regulations of the Department, 
or in the case of the possible appointment of a separate teacher.

Mr. Cowley is the teacher in charge. He is als 
the Church of England clergyman. 


The school is a frame huilding and is badly in 
need of paint, both inside and out. The toilets need to he moved 
ané repaired. Mr. Lovell left instructions that this work be 
carried out at once. 


The roll calls for ahout 24 pupils. At times the 
attendance is good tut when the indians are away, which is the 
treater part of the time, the attendance drops.to from 6 to 10. 
Mr. Gowley stated that if the vepartment approved he would close 
school next April end May and teach in July and August when the 
4ndians are 411 home. I would recommend that Mr. Lovell he 
notified that this change is approved. 


The exercise books shoved very nice writing ana 
neat work. The pupils, however, are so irregular in attendance 
thet progress is slow and the children rarely pass grade two or 
three. 


The day school seems to offer little hope for the 
solution of the education problem because to live these people 
must be out on the trapline. 


A number of children from this reserve now attend 
Blkhorn Residential School. However, I feel these children coulda 
hest be educated nearer home and not taken.too far from their 
home environment. The question of education for there northern 
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Indians is one thet deserves careful study. 


There are about 85 children of school age on this 
reserve and their education is or responsibility. If is a 
problem that the vepartment.met face and indeed mst solve; and 
the boarding school appears the only reasonable solution.

Thank you for yours of the 27th ult. enclosing copy 
of report of the Provincial Inspector of schools on the Split 
Lake Indian Day Sehool. 


We have been aware for some time that the children 
in this school have not made the progress which should be 
expected. On different occasions when visiting he Mission at 
Split Lake the people have asked for a teacher who could give 
his whole time to the work. Indian Agent, Mr. S. Lovell and I 
have likewise discussed the same point, for while fully 
appreciating the splendid work that the Rev. G. ©. Cowley has 
done and is doing for the spiritual and social welfare of the 
Indian people, he has not the qualifications required for 
successful teaching. Zurthermore he has many duties which may 
and do interfere with school work. 


Mr. Cowley would welcome relief from school duties, 
but as in other areas there are difficulties.

This teacher is not now available, having some three 
years ago been married to our missionary at Gillam where she is 
doing most commendable work among Indians and white people as a 
co-worker with her husband, the Rev. H. 8. Hughes-Caley who together 
are rendering most valuable service in a wide area reaching to 
Churehill and to the Chipweyan people beyond that point.

Extract from Regional Supervisor Davis' 
renort dated January 4th on the Split Lake 
Indian Day School. 


I only visited the school for a shor t 


time, as I was busy visiting the Indians, finding 
out how many hours a d the school was in operation, 
and receiving complaints which were numerous. Most 
of the Indians said it was useless to send their 
children to school as it only started in the morning 
around eleven o'clock and closed at twelve; opening 
again around two or half-past and closing at three 
o'clock. No effort was made by; the Rev. Cowley to 
teach the children. 


When I visited the school there were 12 
children in the classroom and an additional 40 were 
around the homes, who were not attending school. 

Mr. Grafton advised me that Rev. Cowley claimed that 
he taught the children in Cree; however, as Mr. 
Grafton can speak the language and has taught Indian 
children, it was quite evident that the children were 
not taught Cree, English or anything else. I would 
recommend that this man's services be dispensed with 
and a first class teacher engaged. 


As we have not a residence at this point, 
arrangement s should be made to have material sent in 
before Spring, so we can erect a residence next summer, 
In the meantime, a teacher could board with the Hudson's 
Bay Company Post Manager. There is no doubt, that Rev. 
Cowley has done good Missionary work but the only 
interest he has had in the school is the salary 
attached to it.
